— A. M. Patterson, from the Savannah District, J. A. Pierce 
and William Hughes, from the Franklin District, and D. B. Clayton, from the 
Fayetteville District, were announced as present. 
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Admitted on Trial. — Question 1, “Who are admitted on trial?” was called. 
James B. Estes, William G. Harkreader, and John B. Spurlock, having been rec- 
ommended by the District Conference of the Lebanon District, having passed 
approved examinations, and having been recommended by the Committee on Ad- 
missions, were admitted on trial. 

Traveling Deacons. — Question 10, “What traveling preachers are elected dea- 
cons?” was called. The names of Edward D. Trout and Jesse P. Luton were 
called, their characters passed and examinations approved, and they were elected 
to deacon’s orders.

— R. H. Pickering, of Clarksville, in behalf of the mayor of the 
city, extended an invitation to the members of the Conference to attend the 
horse show now being held here, and offered free transportation on the street cars 
to those desiring to attend. 

Board of Education. — The hour having arrived for the order of the day, Dr. 
W. F. Tillett read Report No. 1 of the Board of Education. Pending the consid- 
eration of this report, Dr. Stonewall Anderson, Secretary of the General Board of 
Education, and Prof. W. T. Wynn, President of Martin College, were introduced 
and addressed the Conference concerning the educational policy of the Church, 
general and local. The report of the Board of Education was then adopted. 
(See supplement.) 

Introductions. — Revs. Charles D. Bulla, Superintendent of the Adult Bible 
Class Department, E. C. Atkins, who was received yesterday from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, L. B. Ellis, a recent transfer to this Conference, W. F. Mc- 
Murry, Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, J. H. Early, of the St. 
Louis Conference, S. H. Lovelace, of the Louisville Conference, and W. K. Mat- 
thews, our missionary to Japan, were introduced; and Brothers Bulla and Atkins 
made brief addresses. 

Complimentary. — M. J. Mabry, in behalf of the preachers and laymen of the 
Dickson District, presented to W. L. Jackson a beautiful gold watch, in token of 
their love for him and their appreciation of his four years’ faithful service on 
the district. 

Next Conference. — Question 48 was called: “Where shall the next session of 
the Conference be held?” J. I. Finney, in behalf of the officials of the First 
Methodist Church, Columbia, Tennessee, and the citizens of Columbia, extended 
a cordial invitation to the Conference to hold its next session in Columbia. The 
invitation was unanimously accepted. 

“Sycamore.” — Paul B. Kem offered the following paper, which was unani- 
mously adopted : 






Whereas Brother A. P. Jackson, of Ashland City, Clarksville District, has gen- 
eiousiy offered to donate to the Tennessee Conference a tract of ground forming a part 
of his home place, “Sycamore,” to be used for the purposes of a Summer Assembly of 
Christian Workers; and whereas such a location is eminently suitable as a permanent 
home for the movement authorized by the last Annual Conference and carried to a suc- 
cessful issue at Bon Aqua Springs June 24 to July 3, 1910; therefore be it 

Resolved: 1. That this Conference accept the generous offer of Brother Jackson and 
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receive the property, after proper legal transfer, in the name of the Tennessee Annual 
Conference, to be used as a permanent location for assemblies of Christian workers 
within the bounds of this Conference. 

2. That a committee consisting of F. M. Massey, R. J. Craig, and P. H. Duke be 
appointed to make all necessary arrangements for the immediate legal transfer of the 
property.

FOURTH DAY. 



Clarksville, Tennessee, October 15, 1910. 

Opening. — The Conference was called to order at 9 a.m. by Bishop Candler, 
who conducted the opening religious service, singing Hymn No. 482, “Jesus, 
Saviour, pilot me.” Prayer was offered by R. J. Craig. Hymn No. 279, “Rock 
of Ages, cleft for me,” was sung. 

The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

Transfers. — Question 6 was called: “Who are received by transfer from other 
Conferences?” W. E. Edmonson, from the Western North Carolina Conference; 
David M. Ausmus, from the New Mexico Conference (both in elder’s orders) ; 
and Watson M. Cook, from the Los Angeles Conference, in the class of the fourth 
year. 

E. P. Ledbetter. — Question 14 was called: “What traveling preachers are 
elected elders?” The name of E. P. Ledbetter was called. His presiding elder, 
R. J. Craig, stated that some time ago rumors touching the moral character of 
E. P. Ledbetter came to his attention; that he had appointed a committee of 
three elders, as the Discipline directs, to investigate said rumors; and that the 
committee, after investigation, had unanimously reported “no trial necessary.” 
Subsequent to this additional and confirmatory rumors had come to his atten- 
tion, which were not brought before the committee. The presiding elder, R. J. 
Craig, therefore moved that the case of E. P. Ledbetter be referred for further 
investigation to the presiding elder of the Franklin District for the incoming year. 
George L. Beale opposed this motion ; but after some further discussion by T. A. 
Kerley, R. J. Craig, and others, the motion prevailed, and the case was so referred.

passed, and, having stood approved examinations, they were elected to elder’s 
orders. 




The names of Richard M. Holland, Thomas E. Marshall, and Benjamin F. 
Gilbert were called, their characters passed, and their examinations approved. 
They are already elders. 
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The names of Thomas A. Covington, Isaac W. Parrish, John W. Swann, and 
Berry T. Lannom were called, and their characters passed, but, not having passed 
approved examinations, they were continued as deacons of one year under Ques- 
tion 9 : “Who are the deacons of one year ?” 

Local Deacons. — Question 12 was called: “What local preachers are elected 
deacons ?” The following, having been local preachers for four years consecu- 
tively, and having been duly recommended by the District Conferences of the dis- 
tricts following their names, were elected to deacon’s orders: Thomas J. Clark 
and William B. Hogg, from the Clarksville District; William H. Mansfield, from 
the Columbia District ; Reginald V. Bennett, from the Fayetteville District ; Mar- 
tin J. Setzer, from the Lebanon District; and John T. Horton and William F. 
Springer, from the Savannah District. 

Local Elders. — Question 16 was called: “What local preachers are elected 
elders?” Robert Kenneth Morgan, having been a local deacon for four years 
consecutively, and having been recommended by the District Conference of the 
Fayettevile District, and having certified his belief in the doctrines and Discipline 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was elected to elder’s orders. 

Deacons of One Year. — Question 9 was called: “Who are the deacons of one 
year?” The names of John 0. Ensor, Charles F. Bell, Jo D. Robins, James R. 
Wright, Evan D. Lewis, William M. Mullen, and Joel C. Whitson were called, 
their characters passed, their examinations approved, and they were advanced to 
the class of the fourth year. 

The name of Edward M. Steel was called, his character passed, but, not having 
passed an approved examination, he was continued in the class of the third year. 

The name of Harry W. Brewer was called. His presiding elder, H. B. Reams, 
stated that some time in July Brother Brewer left his work and went to Missouri.

acters were examined and passed. 

Memorial Session. — The following resolution was passed : t

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Paine College. — Prof. J. W. Gilbert, of Paine College, Augusta, Ga., Was in- 
troduced, and in a most excellent address represented the interests of that college, 
and spoke of the relations between the white and the negro races of the South. 
A collection for Paine College was taken, securing in cash and subscriptions 
$91.69. 

Full Connection. — Question 4 was called: “Who are admitted into full con- 
nection ?” Washington J. Wilson, Berry J. Duncan, Edward D. Trout, Jesse P. 
Luton, Alfred Z. Mays, Walter W. Richeson, and William R. Wilson, having an- 
swered the disciplinary questions in open Conference, were admitted into full 
connection. 

Reconsideration. — George L. Beale moved a reconsideration of the action of 
the Conference this morning in the case of E.'P. Ledbetter. The motion pre- 
vailed. 

R. J. Craig, presiding elder of the Clarksville District, then presented the re- 
port of the Committee on Investigation, as follows : 



The committee appointed to investigate the case of Rev. E. P. Ledbetter, of the 
Jordonia Circuit, made a thorough investigation on the fifth day of October, and de- 
cided there had been nothing immoral in his life, though he had been imprudent. He 
asks for a location. W. J. Walkup, Chairman; 

R. S. Tinnon, Secretary; 

W. F. Powehs. 



T. A. Kerley moved that the Conference disagree with the verdict of the com- 
mittee, and the motion prevailed. Whereupon R. J. Craig moved that the case be 
referred for further investigation to the presiding elder of the Franklin District, 
and this motion also prevailed. 

Laymen. — John B. Ferguson read the report of the special committee on the 
laymen’s work, and the report was adopted. (See supplement.) 

Federal Council of Churches. — A communication was read from Rev. E. B. 
Sanford, D.D., Secretary of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, asking this Conference to appoint three delegates to attend a Conference to be 
held in Nashville, Tenn., in February, 1911. The request was granted, and T. A. 
Kerley, W. V. J arratt, and T. C. Ragsdale were appointed as our representatives. 

Temperance. — The Committee on Temperance, through J. I. Finney, Chair- 
man, made its report, and the report was adopted. 

T. A. Kerley gave notice that he would on Monday ask for a reconsideration 
of the vote by which the report of the special committee on laymen’s work was 
adopted. 

Introductions.— Rev. David M. Ausmus, a recent transfer to this Conference, 
and Rev. E. W. Moseley, Secretary of the Board of Church Extension of the Col- 
ored Methodist Episcopal Church, were introduced. 
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Books and Periodicals. — J. P. Luton, Secretary, read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Books and Periodicals. A motion was made to adopt, but, the lateness 
of the hour preventing discussion, the report was, by vote, laid on the table. 

The Committee on Public Worship announced services for the various churches 
of Clarksville and vicinity for Sunday; and also that Rev. R. A. Reagan would 
preach a semicentennial sermon at 3 :30 o’clock this afternoon, and the Board of 
Missions would hold their anniversary at 7 :30 p.m. 

Other announcements were made, and the Conference, on motion, adjourned to 
meet at 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon in memorial session. The benediction was 
pronounced by R. K. Brown. 

FIFTH DAY. 

Clarksville, Tennessee, October 16, 1910. 

The Conference met pursuant to adjournment in memorial session at three 
o’clock Sunday afternoon with Rev. R. K. Brown in the chair by appointment of 
the Bishop. Hymn No. 597, "Servant of God, well done,” was feelingly sung by 
the Conference. Prayer was offered by W. J. Collier. Dr. Brown read Revela- 
tion xxi. 9-27. Hymn No. 606, "Give me the wings of faith to rise,” was sung, 
and Dr. Brown commented briefly and appropriately upon the lesson read. 

Question 21 was called: "What preachers have died during the past year?” 
Wood Bouldin, Benjamin J. Gaston, and John C. Putman. 

The memoir of Brother Gaston was read by John R. Stewart. Joe B. Erwin, 
Thomas L. Moody, and M. R. Tucker spoke appreciatively of Brother Gaston. 
Hymn No. 91, "Guide me, 0 thou great Jehovah,” was sung. 

The memoir of Wood Bouldin was read by W. H. Johnston. Brief and loving 
tributes were paid by J. G. Gibson, George L. Beale, and R. J. Craig. Hymn No. 
334, "My faith looks up to thee,” was sung. 

The memoir of John C. Putman was read by John J. Ransom. H. M. Jarvis 
and Berry T. Lannom paid tributes to the memory of John C. Putman. 

The memoirs were adopted unanimously by a rising vote, whereupon Hymn 
No. 180, "All hail the power of Jesus’ name !” was sung, and the memorial ses- 
sion adjourned with the benediction by J. J. Stowe. 



SIXTH DAY.

SUPPLEMENT-REPORTS ADOPTED. 

TEMPERANCE. 

For years the Methodist Church has waged relentless warfare against the liquor 
traffic. No compromise between the Church and the traffic has been possible. It has 
been a righteous war of extermination. Under the influence of this and other Church- 
es and in answer to the prayers of Christian men and women, the crusade has result- 
ed in the complete outlawry of the liquor traffic in Tennessee. There is no longer a 
legal partnership existing between the State and this blighting curse. 

But if prohibition laws are to be effective and prove what they are designed to be — a 
protection to society and a bulwark of our Christian civilization — they must be 
enforced. We believe that wherever they have been enforced they have proven a 
blessing to our people, a protection to our homes, and a means of promoting the king- 
dom of God in this world. 

Having won the first great contest with the allied forces of evil and secured the le- 
gal outlawry of the liquor traffic, the Church must move on to the next battle — that 
for the enforcement of the laws. Official connivance at law violation is not to be tol- 
erated among self-respecting people, for disrespect for the laws must inevitably lead to 
anarchy. There can be no compromise upon this question, for it threatens the very 
foundations of government. If the laws are not enforced, the peace and happiness of 
the people are threatened and the security of human life and*the protection of property 
are menaced. 

The Methodist Church, through its highest legislative authority, stands committed 
to the wisdom and righteousness of prohibition laws. The Church has borne an honor- 
able part in the crusade which resulted in the enactment of our legislation on this 
subject, and it must encourage and foster the enforcement of the laws. These laws 
cannot be enforced unless* executive officials charged with the enforcement of the law 
are in sympathy with the sentiment which secured their enactment and are resolutely 
determined to do their duty. Therefore we hold that no candidate for any office which 
has to do with the enactment or enforcement of the law should receive the support 
of Christian men unless he is willing to place himself in an attitude of open hostility 
to the whole nefarious liquor traffic. Only by the correct use of our ballots may we 
hope to secure reforms so vital to the cause of good government and civic righteous- 
ness. 

The Methodist Church is now, as it has always been, opposed to the union of Church 
and State; but it does believe that this is a Christian nation, and that laws which are 
the expression of the best sentiment of its Christian men and women should be en- 
forced and upheld by those who are in thorough accord with that sentiment. And we 
believe that it is not only the right but it is the duty of our ministers to advise their 
members touching their duties and responsibilities as citizens of this great Christian 
republic. We believe that the kingdom of God in this world means something real, 
and that it is the solemn duty of the Church and of its ministers and members to 
wage a ceaseless warfare against every institution which retards the progress and full 
development of that kingdom; therefore. 

Resolved: 1. That the Methodist Church records its hearty approval of all laws now 
on the statute books for the outlawry of the liquor traffic and favors such additional 
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legislation as may be necessary to effectuate the purposes of those laws. Any back- 
ward step upon this subject will meet the determined opposition of the Church. 

2. The Methodist Church stands for the fair, just, and impartial enforcement of all 
laws, and especially the laws designed for the moral uplift of the people; and to that 
end those who aspire to executive offices who are not in accord with this sentiment 
should be rebuked. 

3. The Church prays that the day may soon come when we shall have nation-wide 
prohibition, and Congress is petitioned to enact such laws as will be necessary to 
promote this end. 

4. The Methodist Church records its appreciation of the zeal and fidelity with which 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Anti-Saloon League have waged 
war on the open saloon, and pledges these organizations its hearty support. 

To God the Father be all praise and honor and glory forever! To him we acknowl- 
edge our gratitude for these blessings which he hath vouchsafed us, and pray that his 
Spirit may guide and direct the State and the nation through every crisis. May we so 
discharge the duties as citizens here that we shall be worthy of that higher citizen- 
ship in heaven!

2. We believe the every-member canvass, seeking to secure a weekly offering for 
home and foreign missions from every Southern Methodist, will enable us to do our 
share in evangelizing Christless men at home and abroad, and that it will eventually 
solve most of the financial problems of the Church, and we hereby pledge our laymen 
to a full cooperation with our pastors in carrying it into effect. 

3. The very marked success that has attended the use of the- duplex envelope leads us 
to urge its general adoption as the simplest and most effective device for collecting 
missionary money and the current expenses of the Church, thus leaving our pastors 
unembarrassed for the delivery of their glorious message. 

4. We believe that Go Forward, the Christian Advocate, and the Midland Methodist 
offer to the Laymen’s Missionary Movement convenient and effective media for the 
education of our people on the subject of missions and for keeping them informed 
on the progress of the work. Therefore we respectfully request the managers of these 
papers to open a Laymen’s Missionary Department, and recommend that the Mission- 
ary Committee make it a part of the every-member canvass to see that one or all of 
these publications be put in every Southern Methodist home in this Conference. 

5. We heartily approve the action of this Conference in assessing the Church mem- 
bership to increase the endowment fund for the superannuated preachers, and we 
pledge the laity hearty cooperation in raising this assessment 

6. We believe that our Church schools and colleges are furnishing to our Southland 

its best type of manhood and womanhood, and urge our laymen everywhere to make 
the better endowment and equipment of these institutions a matter of immediate con- 
sideration. ■ . ' I i i > ; - - ')]■: . 

7. We believe no man can be a happy and growing Christian who mhkes no per- 
sonal effort to win others to Christ. Therefore we recommend that our laymen heartily 
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cooperate with their pastors in revival work, and that they volunteer to conduct reli- 
gious services where needed. It will thus become practicable to have some form of 
Christian service at every preaching place within our borders every Sunday. 

8. "W© recommend that the Conference lay leader and district leader be made mem- 
bers ex officio of the District Conference. 

9. We most earnestly request the presiding elders to arrange for a Laymen’s Day at 
the District Conference, and that in making their regular rounds they emphasize the 
question relating to the election of Church lay leaders. 

10. We hereby nominate Mr. Robert Eleazer for Conference lay leader, and Mr. P. M. 
Massey for Conference vice leader for the ensuing year.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 



The Board of Church Extension submits the following report: 

At the last session of the General Conference aid to parsonages was changed from 
the Home Mission Society to the Board of Church Extension; and an increase of $50,- 
000 was assessed to the whole Church, and the Tennessee Conference, of course, must 
bear its proportional part. 

As the General Board is authorized to prepare and furnish deeds for use of the 
Church in securing property, the Board therefore calls the attention of presiding eld- 
ers and pastors in charge to this matter, and requests them to apply to the office of the 
Parent Board at Louisville, Ky., for these blank deeds when needed in the future. We 
suggest that the presiding elders get and keep a number on hand for use in their several 
districts. 

The Board has set aside $200 to be added to the Tennessee Conference Loan Fund, 
making now a total of $500, which sum is and will be deposited in the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank at Nashville, Tenn., at three per cent interest. 

Under the law governing the Board, this sum is subject to use as a loan fund. 

We again call attention to the Sunday school loan fund, which is to be used in build- 
ing Sunday school rooms.

It is with much pleas- 
ure that we report Children’s Day collections this year to be $480.23 in excess over last 
year — an increase of more than thirty-three and one-third per cent. 

The General Conference Sunday School Board is furnishing the Church with an 
abundance of literature for every department of Sunday school work, and it is the 
very best ever produced by or for any Church. Let all of our schools use this our own 
literature and not get it from any other source. We should be loyal to our own. We 
recommend that all schools in the Conference adopt and use the plans to organize and 
grade our schools as prepared by our General Conference Sunday School Board. Charts 
can be procured from our Sunday School Department at the Publishing House, Nash- 
ville. Looking to the federation of the adult Bible classes in our Church, the General 
Conference in May last provided for Wesley adult Bible classes organized for the 
training of Christian character for Christian service by means of Bible study, mutual 
helpfulness, and social fellowship. We request all our schools to organize adult 
classes if they have not already done so, and enroll all such classes in this department. 
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in order that there may be unity of policy and action. Rev. Charles D. Bulla, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., is at the head of this department, and will furnish all needed information. 

It is the law of the Church that every Sunday school shall hold a Children’s Day 
service and take up a collection. Let every school observe this law. A few schools 
have failed to do so this year. Rev. W. M. Green has been agent for the Sunday 
school, and has done faithful service. We ask the Bishop to appoint him again to this 
work for next year. We pray God’s blessings on every effort and plan for the coming 
year.

EP WORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Twenty years ago the Church in her wisdom saw fit to embody in the book of Dis- 
cipline a provision that “Epworth Leagues be organized in all our congregations for 
the promotion of piety and loyalty to the Church among our young people; their edu- 
cation in the Bible, Christian literature, and in the missionary work of the Church; 
and their encouragement in works of grace and charity.” j. 
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For the means and labor expended upon its inauguration and maintenance, no or- 
ganization in the Church has returned such large results. 

Its membership has increased steadily until there are now 145,091 young people who 
are contributing largely to the life of the Church as seen in the work of the boards of 
stewards, missionary societies, and Sunday schools. 

We are glad to report that the Epworth Era has a circulation of 16,600, and is self- 
sustaining. The wisdom of the last General Conference has already been seen in the 
election of Dr. F. S. Parker as editor. The present policy of the paper is to give the 
largest possible amount of practical help in League work and of news, making it a 
means of inspiration to the spiritual life and an interpretation of that life in accord 
with the tenets and history of Methodism. 

There are three things which we believe can be powerfully influential in bringing 
about larger success in League work. One is that each member of the Board assume 
responsibility for promoting the work of the Epworth League in the district to which 
he belongs, in particular supporting the policy of the General Board to organize a 
Chapter in every congregation. 

Another is that they give the weight of their counsel to the plan of having the of- 
ficers of the State and Conference League organization devote some of their time to 
traveling through the districts in the interest of the Epworth League. 

And in the third place, will not the Board do everything in its power to enterprise 
and to promote the assembly plan for the development of Christian workers within the 
bounds of our Conference? 

The Annual Conference at Bon Aqua Springs, held last June, has incorporated the 
annual Epw r orth League Conference within its organization, and its success augurs well 
for the future. This summer Conference, as a training school in methods and an op- 
portunity for spiritual development, meets a most urgent need. 

We urge our pastors to cooperate in enlarging the usefulness of this Conference, and 
we recommend that for this year this work be intrusted to the Executive Committee 
elected at the executive meeting at Bon Aqua.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Never before has the divine commission to the Church to teach had greater signifi- 
cance to the world or greater importance for the Church itself than it has to-day. If 
the Church of God is divinely called to teach, it is most surely divinely called to es- 
tablish and build institutions of learning; and if it is called to establish and build, it 
is called to own; and if it is called to own, it is also called to direct and control what 
it owns. Ownership without power to control would be a meaningless and empty 
term. The Church should provide institutions of learning equal to the best, and only 
when she does has she a right to appeal to her people for patronage and support. To 
establish many and great institutions of learning calls for the expenditure of a vast 
amount of money. The Church welcomes gifts to the cause of education, be they large 
or small; but under no circumstances does she seek or desire gifts of money that 
in any way or to any degree call for a surrender of her rights to own and control her 
own institutions of learning. The mission of Church schools is to create and main- 
tain Christian ideals in the sphere of education. This it does by recognizing God as 
the Creator and Preserver of the world, Jesus Christ, the divine Son of God, as the 
Saviour of men, and the Holy Scriptures as the divinely inspired message of God to 
the human soul. It is only as these divine forces and factors are made a part of edu— 
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cation that education can create character, can make noble types of cultured Christian 
manhood and womanhood, which is the aim and end of all Christian education. The 
debt of the world to Church schools cannot easily be overestimated. No moral asset 
of our nation is of more value than our Christian institutions of learning. In serving 
the Churches that have founded and fostered them, the Christian colleges and universi- 
ties of our land are also in the highest degree serving the State and the nation. 

We welcome to our Conference Dr. Stonewall Anderson, the Secretary of the Gen- 
eral Board of Education. His report for the past year gives gratifying evidence of 
progress in all departments of the educational work of the Church. We are glad to" 
pledge our cooperation and support in every forward movement in behalf of Christian 
education that is represented by the General Board. 

The Correspondence School continues to render invaluable service to the young 
ministry of our own and other Conferences, and we urge all of our young preachers to 
take advantage of the opportunities offered by this school for guidance and assistance 
in the prosecution of their studies. The Methodist Training School, located at Nash- 
ville, is worthy of our indorsement, patronage, and support. We commend it to men 
and women of means in our Conference as a worthy claimant upon their liberality. 
The patronage of Vanderbilt University during the past year reached the highest mark 
it has ever attained, having 1,007 students enrolled, of which number 125 were stu- 
dents for the ministry, all but one of these being members of our own Church preparing 
for our itinerant ministry. As the leading motive in the original founding of Van- 
derbilt University was to provide an institution of learning for the thorough educa- 
tion of young men preparing for the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, it behooves us as a Conference to make the largest possible use of the opportuni- 
ties and advantages provided in this central university of the Church which is prov- 
identially located in our midst. 

The Biblical Institute which meets annually in the month of June continues to serve 
a useful purpose in our Conference, guiding many of our young preachers in a most 
valuable course of reading and study, and providing them with a course of lectures 
full of inspiration both to the intellectual and the spiritual man, and this entirely 
without any cost to the attendants for the rich feast provided. The last session of the 
Institute, which was regarded by many as the best ever held, was attended by about 
one hundred members of this Conference. It is the purpose of the Program Commit- 
tee to place the emphasis at the next session of the Institute, both in the books to be 
read and in the lectures to be delivered, upon the problems of evangelization in city, 
town, and country communities. 

We have received reports from the President and the Board of Trustees of Martin 
College, and find much cause for encouragement in the facts presented. The Board 
of Trustees had their annual meeting in April and made careful inquiry into the 
management of the college both as regards finances and the literary work of the 
school. The debt was reduced from $18,000 to $15,000 during the year. An invested 
fund of $3,000 held by the Board of Education was used in this way, this being in ac- 
cordance with the action of the Conference at its last session at Franklin a year ago. 
The patronage of the school has increased rapidly under President Wynn’s successful 
management until there are now 78 boarders and 105 day pupils, making a total of 
183 students at present enrolled in the school. The college is sadly in need of larger 
dormitory facilities, the one and only building of the college being wholly inadequate 
to meet present needs. Either the enlargement of the present building or the erection 
of an additional dormitory is imperatively demanded by the continually increasing 
patronage of the school. 
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The Board of Trustees are aiding President Wynn in providing the best possible 
faculty. No effort will be spared to make every improvement that may be called for 
and be within our power. Quality in the work done, rather than quantity in the num- 
ber of students sought, is the motto which we are seeking to establish for the school. 
We must not expect to attain our highest ideal in a day or a year, but we hope each 
year to show decided progress in attaining this ideal. Twelve of the daughters of 
our preachers have been enrolled as students this year, and we are gratified to learn 
of the high stand which they as a class are taking in the school. 

We recommend that the same assessment be made upon the Conference for the 
benefit of the college the coming year that was made last fall for the present year, the 
method of using it for the best interests of the college being left entirely to the Board 
of Trustees. 

Under our rules it is made the duty of the Conference Board of Education to nomi- 
nate those who are to fill vacancies on the Board of Trustees of the college. We 
therefore recommend that A. A. Patterson be elected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of C. L. Cooper; that E. J. Childers be elected to take the place of Mark 
Arrowsmith; that Rev George A. Morgan be elected to take the place of Rev. J. T. Cur- 
ry; and that others whose term of membership expires at this session of the Confer- 
ence be reelected as their own successors — the adoption of this report by the Confer- 
ence being made to constitute their due- and proper election to membership on the 
Board of Trustees. 

We recommend that the appropriation for beneficiaries of the Board of Education 
in the Conference to be made for the next current year (1911-12) shall be limited to 
the sum of $1,500, and that it be made the policy of the Board to extend financial as- 
sistance only to those attending Methodist institutions of learning. 

The Twentieth Century Fund now amounts to $9,406.43, which includes the D. C. 
Kelley donation. Because of the failure of the bank containing the deposits of the 
Tennessee Conference Brotherhood going to the estate of Dr. Kelley, and the locking up 
of the funds of the bank in the hands of the officers of the court, it has been impossi- 
ble to carry out the action of the Conference taken last year looking to the establish- 
ment of the Lavinia Kelley Scholarship for the benefit of preachers’ daughters in Van- 
derbilt University. In the meantime this donation is at interest, being carefully in- 
vested, and we suggest the postponement of further action with reference to this pro- 
posed scohlarship until a later date, when the affairs of the bank that failed shall have 
been finally settled. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. F. Morelock and Louis O. Adams to a 
professorship in Ruskin College, and that all the young preachers of the Confer- 
ence who desire to attend schools within the bounds of this Conference for the coming 
year be permitted to do so; also that C. R. Watkins be appointed to Yale University for 
the coming year.

Report of Board of Trustees. 

The Board of Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, as custodian of the 
Endowment Fund for Superannuates, respectfully submits the following for your con- 
sideration : 

The growth of the fund has continued steadily, the past year marking the largest 
amount of cash receipts for the quadrennium. The present resources are indicated by 
the following figures: Cash assets, $166,000; notes, subscriptions, and other assets, 
$107,750. Total, $273,750. 

We are gratified to be able to report that, excepting eight, all of the larger Con- 
ferences have assumed assessments for this fund aggregating for this year $25,000; so 
that the prospects are fair for an increase of cash receipts for the coming year. 

It will be the policy of the Board to insist that the remaining Conferences should 
either fall in line with the assessment idea or make effective the original plan of pre- 
senting the cause separately through pastors and taking a collection annually in each 
congregation. Either method, faithfully operated, will secure satisfactory returns and 
keep the fund in a state of steady growth. 

The sum of $5,552 was disbursed to the several Annual Conferences the past year, and 
we shall be able to do at least as much the present year. Occasionally we are remind- 
ed that it is necessary to emphasize the fact that this is a connectional movement, 
and as such has its peculiar advantages and responsibilities. When the fund shall 
have grown to more commanding proportions, it will invite bequests and large dona- 
tions where in some instances local funds would fail to secure them. 

The connectional spirit in our Church has been aroused on the subjects of missions. 
Church extension, etc. Why should it not be equally strong anent the support of our 
worthy Conference claimants? Almost everything depends on our faithful pastors in 
the matter of developing a proper sentiment for their better support. Brethren, the 
valuable aid you have already rendered this noble enterprise is sincerely appreciated. 
Your continued cooperation is earnestly sought in carrying forward this work toward 
completion. Praying the divine blessing upon you in your Conference session, we re- 
main your servants.

, . ■ : 4 . BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Never before has the missionary cause received such widespread and intelligent 
attention as at the present day. We are coming more fully to an appreciation of the 
fact that the Church is set in the power of the Spirit and the organization of its 
forces toward carrying out Christ’s purposes and plans in the salvation of the world. 
This work is coming more and more to occupy the thought and skill of God’s work- 
men who are constantly led by the promptings of that greatest force in the human 
breast, the love of God. 

We in the Tennessee Conference are catching the vision of the possibilities of the 
gospel beyond our borders for routing the powers of evil and lifting men into the light 
cf God. Already effective plans for aggressive missionary effort are being projected 
beyond the ordinary work of the collections, which should be the minimum of our en- 
deavor and not our highest ideal. The laymen of the Clarksville District have taken 
up such a work in the support of a missionary in Japan, the Columbia District anoth- 
er in the Isle of Pines, the Franklin District yet another in the Isle of Pines; while 
West End Church has such an enterprise, as also have McKendree and Hobson Church- 
es. Many smaller enterprises of a similar kind are being carried out among the 
Churches of the Conference. 

The work is not lagging in the home field, for we are coming to recognize that the 
more we do for others, the better is the work at home. At the same time we regret to 
acknowledge that only two districts of the Conference this year have paid their col- 
lections in full, which is a dropping back from our record as a Conference as set forth 
in reports of former years. We congratulate the Lebanon and Franklin Districts for 
their faithful work in meeting the financial obligations placed upon them. We are 
glad also to report that nine charges and one district have grown so that they ask to 
be discontinued as missions and gladly launch their work on an independent basis; at 
the same time we have been asked to form only five new ones. The Columbia Dis- 
trict last year did a splendid work through their laymen, who asked this Board to 
give them the privilege of raising the necessary amount for the support of the pastor 
within the only missionary territory in their district. 

The successful issue of the work of our missionary evangelists has far surpassed 
our most sanguine expectations. Their clear presentation of missionary truth and dis- 
tribution of missionary information through tracts and books have been most helpful 
to our people. But especially do we rejoice that they have brought glorious sheaves 
for the harvest in the salvation of men in the neglected places. Rev. J. A. Molloy, 
though sick part of the year, reports 600 conversions and 350 accessions to the Church, 
and Mr. Bell Regen, our lay evangelist, 1,340 conversions and reclamations, with 453 
accessions to the Church. Besides these tabulated results, pastors’ salaries have been 
raised, Sunday schools organized, missionary societies set to work, and all the general 
interests of the kingdom of God advanced. We confess that this work of our evangel- 
ists was launched in pure faith; but to-day, while we rejoice in such splendid results. 
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it has been done at the small cost to the Board of only $149. However, it might be 
well to say that $210 of their salaries was raised from private sources. 

It affords us pleasure to call attention to the Wesley House in South Nashville, in 
charge of Miss Allen, and the Warioto Settlement of North Nashville, in charge of the 
Methodist Training School. These enterprises are doing magnificent work for the sal- 
vation and uplift of our people in those sections of the city. They are going among 
our sinful and poor and bringing them through a kindly service to Christ. 

The Methodist Training School, in charge of Rev. J. E. McCulloch, is not only 
through its workers lifting the fallen, but is training workers for skillful service as 
deaconesses, nurses, and missionaries both for the home and foreign field. They em- 
ployed nine teachers and instructors last year, and had in attendance eighty-three stu- 
dents, and turned out sixteen graduates. The prospects are flattering for the incom- 
ing year. The President and Secretary of this Board are requested to attend the 
Workers’ Conference to be held at the Methodist Training School, in Nashville, Decem- 
ber 28 to January 5, inclusive, at their own expense; and presiding elders are ear- 
nestly requested to select at least one delegate from their respective districts and pro- 
vide for all necessary expenses, amounting to some thirteen dollars each. 

Recognizing the need of trained leaders in missionary enterprises of the local Church 
and the primary importance of missionary education among our young people, we 
most heartily commend the plans of the Summer Conference for Christian Workers 
held last summer at Bon Aqua Springs, and desire to call your attention to its splendid 
facilities for training in missionary leadership. This Conference should command our 
hearty support throughout. 

The necessity for the erection of the Galloway Memorial Hospital, $46,000 for which 
has already been provided, was shown in a report of that work by the Commissioner. 
It is believed that this humanitarian enterprise, set for the alleviation of the sufferings 
of mankind as a means of leading men to Christ, can be projected within the next 
six months. A campaign of thirty days was proposed for the entire Conference, that 
together the whole $250,000 necessary to that institution might be raised. A commit- 
tee of nine men — one from each district — was asked for to work in conjunction with 
the Hospital Commissioner and the Board of Directors of Galloway Memorial Hos- 
pital to that end. 

We heard with great pleasure and profit Dr. J. M. Moore, Secretary of the Home 
Department of the Board of Missions, and as a result of his appeal the following was 
unanimously adopted: “ Resolved , That each pastor in the Conference be earnestly re- 
quested to take up the question of lay leadership, with the object of having each pul- 
pit in his circuit, except the one occupied by himself, supplied each Sunday by either a 
layman or a local preacher, thus filling every pulpit in the entire Conference each Sun- 
day in the year.” This work looks toward the strengthening of our charges and the 
-enlargement of our pastors’ salaries, so necessary to successful leadership, and should 
enlist the cooperation of all our Churches. 

The proposed new missionary periodical, the consolidation of the missionary pa- 
pers of the various Boards as heretofore presented, we believe to be the best policy. 
Suoh a movement we indorse most heartily, and we urge our people to give their intelli- 
gent and enthusiastic support, that this missionary review may be brought speedily 
to the notice of our people, that it may be widely read and its information scattered 
everywhere. 

In the fear of God and in love for men, therefore we turn in repentance from the 
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past and in faith look toward the future with a fixed and determined purpose, as pas- 
tors and laymen, to make the next year the best of all in our history in the salvation 
of the world; and as we present our plans, we would call upon the God of hosts to 
lead us.

Bouldin, was killed in battle late in 1861, 
leaving the subject of this sketch, a sturdy 
boy of fourteen, at the head of a family 
consisting of a mother and three little 
sisters. To this inconceivable calamity of 
orphanage and widowhood there were 
quickly added the absolute destruction of 
their nice home, the theft of all their pos- 
sessions, and the confiscation of their 
farm by Federal soldiers. The oth- 
er son mentioned disappeared, perhaps 
going the way of tens of thousands 
of other brave Southerners who poured 
out their ruby lifeblood as a libation to 
the god of war. From this tremendous 
responsibility of protecting and provid- 
ing for a large family in disjointed times

Just when this sturdy, courageous, quiet, 
fourteen-year-old boy should have been in 
school preparing for college, training his 
ready, hungry mind and disciplining his 
powers for life’s tremendous battles, he 
had to go to the carpenter’s bench and 
push the plane and saw, that those de- 
pendent upon him might have bread to 
eat and raiment to put on. Brother Boul- 
din removed to Pulaski, Giles County, 
Tennessee, in 1867, when just twenty 
years of age, and formed a copartnership 
with a Mr. Pittman in the contracting 
and building business. The firm was a 
success from the beginning. They got all 
the work they could do, and made money. 
On November 17, 1871, Brother Bouldin 
was happily married to Miss Martha Mor- 
ris, of Giles County, and to this union 
there were born fifteen children, of whom, 
however, only seven survive him, together 
with the wife of his youth. Brother Boul- 
din was happily converted in a powerful 
revival conducted by Rev. W. M. Leftwich, 
of holy memory, in the city of Pulaski, 
on August 21, 1881. His was one of those 
old powerful conversions that revolution- 
ized and transformed his whole being. 
As quickly as he felt the powerful change 
in soul and body he went directly to his 
wife, and they two immediately joined the 
Church together.

Cottage 
prayer meetings, services out in the hills 
and barren and neglected places were his 
fort, and to these he addressed himself. 
He made money until he was converted, 
and then he forgot all about money-mak- 
ing in his zeal for the Lord of hosts. Soon 
he was licensed to preach, and on October 
9, in the year 1886, at Clarksville, Tenn., 
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he was received on trial into the trav- 
eling connection, Bishop E. R. Hendrix 
presiding. After his admission he served 
the following charges: Palmyra Circuit, 
1886*89; Salem Circuit, 1889-90; Fayette- 
ville Circuit, 1890-91; Medium, 1891-94;

He moved with erect carriage and firm 
step. He looked out of his steady, kindly 
eyes, set beneath an ample brow, upon a 
world he appreciated and upon men with 
whom he was on good terms. His every 
movement indicated earnestness. He 
seemed to have come to this world for a 
purpose. There was concealed back of 
the broad forehead thinking power of 
rather unusual vigor, as I estimated him. 
He could not have been classified as a 
bookish man, yet he was fond of good 
reading. Not so dependent on books as 
some may be, he had the power and habit 
of thinking and of thinking on elevating 
themes. He was reputed a strong and 
forceful preacher. Intimately as I knew 
him, it was never my privilege to hear 
him preach; but many times have I had 
the pleasure and the profit of hearing him 
lead the public prayer. With freshness 
and originality, in well-chosen words, in 
becoming humility he was wont to lead 
the congregation up to the mount of bless- 
ing, so near that the showers fell upon 
their hearts. It was never my privilege 
to hear any one who could follow a ser- 
mon in more appropriate prayer. He had 
in large measure the itinerant fire and 
zeal. In this one mind he lived and died. 
He steadfastly desired to be numbered 
among that goodly company of brethren 
whose sole business is to cry: “Behold, 
behold the Lamb!” It almost broke his 
heart when his health failed and he could 
no longer engage in the active work of 
an itinerant preacher. It is strongly prob- 
able, not to say certain, that his zeal out- 
matched his nervous strength and con- 
sumed his vital forces prematurely. His 
first breakdown came under the strain of 
leading the army of God to glorious vie- . 
tory in a great revival. He became ab- 
normally excited, nervously. This high 
nervous tension, all the while he being 
perfectly rational, would last for months 
at a time. After his first collapse he could 
never again attend protracted religious 
services without being in grave danger of 
a breakdown under the high tension to 
which he was certain to be strung under 
religious excitement. This was indeed a 
sad state of things to a man who loved 
a genuine revival of religion better than 
almost anything this side of heaven. 
Much of the time he was in the furnace 
of affliction. The larger part of his life 
his physical condition was abnormal. He 
alternated between the extremes of undue 



nervous excitement and depression, while* 
at other times he would enjoy long sea- 
sons without serious disturbance. Great 
bereavements fell to his lot in the loss of 
a promising son, who was licensed tO' 
preach the gospel, but who never preached 
his first sermon; and several years ago 
the loss of his godly wife, to whom he was 
deeply devoted, and who herself was one 
of the jewels of earth. His fatal illness 
was precipitated by an accident in which 
he sustained a fractured limb, and from 
which he suffered excruciatingly. All 
that skill and kindly attention could do 
was not sufficient to restore him. Serious 
complications developed at length, which 
made it apparent that the beginning of 
the end had come. Fortunately, through 
much of the weary months of great suf- 
fering he was not fully conscious of* his 
extreme affliction. He bore with him to 
the last his great, heroic, magnanimous 
spirit. In lucid moments a few weeks 
before the end, but apparently then at the 
crossing of the river, he maintained the 
greatest composure and an unswerving 
faith. In those solemn moments, when the 
writer was trying to pray with and com- 
fort him, he characteristically turned his 
thoughts away from himself and said with 
great fervor: ‘‘The Lord bless you and' 
your wife and children.” He expressed 
perfect resignation to the will of God, and 
with the vision of the true Christian 
looked upon the things which are not seen 
and eternal. He was laid to rest in the 
beautiful cemetery at Shelbyville, Tenn., 
just after a funeral service conducted by 
Dr. J. B. Erwin and the writer in the 
church at that place, in the presence of 
many of his friends and acquaintances.

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of affliction. The larger part of his life 
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sons without serious disturbance. Great 
bereavements fell to his lot in the loss of 
a promising son, who was licensed to 
preach the gospel, but who never preached 
his first sermon; and several years ago 
the loss of his godly wife, to whom he was 
deeply devoted, and who herself was one 
of the jewels of earth. His fatal illness 
was precipitated by an accident in which 
he sustained a fractured limb, and from 
which he suffered excruciatingly. All 
that skill and kindly attention could do 
was not sufficient to restore him. Serious 
complications developed at length, which 
made it apparent that the beginning of 
the end had come. Fortunately, through 
much of the weary months of great suf- 
fering he was not fully conscious of his 
extreme affliction. He bore with him to 
the last his great, heroic, magnanimous 
spirit. In lucid moments a few weeks 
before the end, but apparently then at the 
crossing of the river, he maintained the 
greatest composure and an unswerving 
faith. In those solemn moments, when the 
writer was trying to pray with and com- 
fort him, he characteristically turned his 
thoughts away from himself and said with 
great fervor: “The Lord bless you and 
your wife and children.” He expressed 
perfect resignation to the will of God, and 
with the vision of the true Christian 
looked upon the things which are not seen 
and eternal. He was laid to rest in the 
beautiful cemetery at Shelbyville, Tenn., 
just after a funeral service conducted by 
Dr. J. B. Erwin and the writer in the 
church at that place, in the presence of 
many of his friends and acquaintances. 
From my first acquaintance with him I 
loved this godly man, and I feel sure that 
every member of this Conference shared 
his prayers and undivided affection. 
Doubtless you will join me in an earnest 
petition that his two daughters and two 
sons remaining may know and love and 
serve the Saviour whom he trusted and 
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faith, his purpose, his composure in the 
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despite the burdens and sorrows of life — 
yields amazing results. For nearly twen- 
ty-four years the humble home of a super- 
annuate member of the Tennessee Con- 
ference in Tullahoma had sheltered John 
Covington Putman. It was a retreat off 
the highway of achievement in an eddy 
of the onrushing waters of Church life; 
but from that home came no complaint, 
and within glowed like a star the sunny 
spirit of one who grew old graciously and 
bore his own burdens and sorrows with 
shining face and cheerful voice. Young 
and old loved him and came to him to 
plight their marriage vows and sent for 
him to bury their dead. Brother Putman 
was born on April 10, 1826, in Morgan 
County, Alabama. His parents, John and 
Lucy Covington Putman, had removed 
from Rutherford County, North Carolina, 
to Alabama in 1818. The farm on which 
they settled was very poor, the country 
rough and wild, with no schools worth 
mentioning and few churches. The Prim- 
itive Baptist Church predominated, and 
the Putmans were in sympathy with it, 
and late in life they both became mem- 
bers of its communion. Brother Putman 
was converted at a Methodist meeting in 
the summer of 1843, and joined the Meth- 
odist Church, being admitted into full 
membership in the spring of 1844 by Rev. 
Sion Record. He almost immediately be- 
gan to feel that he must preach, but be- 
cause of timidity and youth and lack of 
education he did not let his feelings be 
known for several years. In a manuscript 
found among his papers since his death 
Brother Putman states that while his par- 
ents taught him to speak the truth, to 
avoid profanity, to be honorable and indus- 
trious, he knew very little of religion. His 
school advantages were next to nothing, 
and when he was converted at seventeen 
years of age he knew very little beyond 
being able to read. He had no access to 
books or schools then, but read and re- 
read the few books he could lay hands 
on, and read and reread the Bible, revel- 
ing in it, but not knowing how to really 
study it. Ignorant and timid, it was ago- 
ny to him to preach, and yet he felt that 
he must. He tells of great meetings and 
great numbers of conversions from the 
very first, but takes no credit to himself. 
His third year in the ministry, when he 
served Waverly Circuit, he had seventeen 
preaching places, and his circuit embraced 
almost the whole of Humphreys County 
and a part of Dickson County. He had 



come near dying of a long attack of. fever 
in his boyhood; he had another in his 
second year in the ministry; the next 
year, while on Waverly Circuit, chills and 
fever; a year or two later measles, with 
a relapse in which he nearly died. All 
these years he had a violent dyspepsia, 
and in 1860 had acute pneumonia, vio- 
lent hemorrhages of the lungs, and for 
several years was supposed to have had 
consumption. He went on a farm near 
McMinnville during the war, serving Mt. 
Vernon Circuit from 1862-66, and finally 
overcame the lung trouble; but all his 
life he was frail and liable to severe sick- 
ness. He thought very lightly of what 
he had done. Sometimes in the rare mo- 
ments when he spoke of himself at all 
he said that if he had had a good educa- 
tion to begin with and a stronger body, 
he might have accomplished more. One 
who knew him intimately says: “I am 
sure that in his prime he was a preacher 
far above the average; he was discreet 
and tactful, but always with the courage 
of his convictions. He was one of the 
most just and fair-minded people I ever 
saw, almost entirely free from prejudice 
and with no petty vanity or jealousy. I 
think I am impartial in writing this of 
him. I know that he had weaknesses; 
but whatever they were, he was fine- 
grained and high-minded. He rarely 
talked of the past. Unlike most old peo- 
ple, he seemed far more interested in the 
present and future. He spoke of himself 
and his experiences very little, but one 
knew by every word and act that his re- 
ligion was the vital fact and experience 
for him.” Mrs. Sue F. Mooney says: “His 
preaching was not sensational nor spec- 
tacular, but it was full of the vital ele- 
ment of spiritual power so characteristic 
of the pulpit of that day. The conditions 
of the new life were made plain and in- 
sisted upon, but in a spirit that assured 
the vilest sinner of sympathy and help.” 
On February 1, 1855, he was happily mar- 
ried to Miss Eliza Graham, of McMinn- 
ville, where he was then serving his first 
term. Twice subsequently he was pastor 
at McMinnville and once presiding elder 
of McMinnville District. His wife was 
“in every way a help and inspiration 
to him, and I doubt if his work was ever 
quite the same after she left him. His 
temperament was one that required some- 
thing of that kind. Home life and the 
affection of his family meant so much to 
him.” His gentle comrade companied 
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with him until 1873, and was laid to rest 
in a borrowed grave in Murfreesboro. 
Her death was a terrible blow to him. 
He kept tryst for her thirty-seven years, 
amid smiles and tears, and then we laid 
him to rest at her side in another bor- 
rowed tomb on May 31, 1910. When his 
body was borne to the church in Tullaho- 
ma, his pastor, Rev. B. T. Lannom, tells 
us that all the factories and stores were 
closed and the factory whistles and church 
bells of the town, with blast and stroke, 
numbered his eighty-four years, and a 
vast audience met in the church with 
tearful eyes and shining faces to bear 
tribute to the life that had gone from 
among them. It was a beautiful, a Spirit- 
filled life, and leaves us an aroma of 
saintly sweetness for years to come. These 
lines are less my own than those of oth- 
ers who knew him better, and whose mod- 
esty only withholds their names. The fol- 
lowing list of appointments gives the of- 



ficial history of his life: Junior preacher, 
Dover Circuit, 1848-49; Center Circuit, 
Alabama, 1849-50; Waverly Circuit, 1850- 
51 (ordained deacon this year by Bishop 
Capers, Athens, Ala.); junior preacher. 
Mill Creek Circuit, 1851-52; Somerville 
Circuit, Alabama, 1852-53 (ordained elder 
by Bishop Andrew, at Pulaski) ; McMinn- 
ville Station, 1853-55; Lebanon Circuit, 
1855-56; Smith’s Fork Circuit, 1856-57; 
Pulaski Station, 1857-58; McMinnville Dis- 
trict, 1858-60; McMinnville Station, 1860- 
62; Mount Vernon Circuit, 1862-66; Mc- 
Minnville Station, 1866-67; Alexandria 
Circuit, 1867-71; Stone’s River Circuit, 
1871-73; Brentwood Station, 1873-75; Cul- 
leoka Station, 1875-76; Olivet and Pleas- 
ant Valley, 1876-77; Williamsport Cir- 
cuit, 1877-80; Asbury Circuit, 1880-82; 
Fayetteville Station, 1882-84; Tullahoma 
and Manchester, 1884-86; superannuated 
1886, but served Tullahoma 1891-92.

CHARTER OF TENNESSEE CONFERENCE. 



“Acts of the Tennessee Legislature, 1869-70, Chapter LVI., Sections 4-9, Page 365. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, he, and the same is hereby, incorporated; and by that 
name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and may take and hold property, 
real, personal, and mixed, and all conveyances, devises, and legacies, and all other 
donations of every kind and description to the said corporation shall be good and 
valid although said corporation may not be correctly described, provided enough ap- 
pears, aided by extrinsic proof, written or parol, to show that the said corporation is 
the intended grantee or donee. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That the affairs of said corporation may be managed 
by the said Tennessee Annual Conference, or any five persons said Conference may 
elect or appoint, said persons to be elected or appointed annually by said Conference, 
and shall continue in office until their successors are elected or appointed and enter 
upon the duties of the office, one of whom shall be by said five persons elected presi- 
dent of their body; and they may elect such other officers as they may think proper 
and necessary for the management of the affairs of said corporation. 

“Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the property which said corporation is author- 
ized to take and hold shall be applied to such purposes as the grantor or donor may 
designate; and if no particular purpose is designated, then to such religious, charita- 
ble, literary, or missionary purposes as said Conference may designate consistent with 
the provisions of this Act of Incorporation and the laws of the land; and in the event 
the purpose which any grantor or donor designates cannot, for any cause, be carried 
into effect, then said Conference may apply the subject-matter of such conveyance or 
gift to any of the general purposes above designated. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That said corporation may hold property of any kind 
in trust for such religious, charitable, literary, or missionary purposes as the grantor 
or donor may designate, not inconsistent with the laws of the land. 

“Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That said corporation, or the five directors which said 
Conference may elect or appoint, shall have power to elect or appoint a treasurer of 
said corporation, either one of their own body or any other person, who shall hold his 
office for such time as said Conference or said directors may design ite, and shall give 
bond and security for the faithful performance of his duties in such penalty as said 
Conference or directors may deem just and proper. 

“Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That a majority of the directors authorized to be 
elected or appointed by said Conference shall constitute a quorum to do business, and 
may prescribe such duties for the officers thereof and adopt such rules for the gov- 
ernment of their body as they think right and proper; and said corporation may sell 
and convey by the usual modes of conveyance any property they may take or hold in 
furtherance of the objects and purposes above mentioned; and said corporation shall 
possess and exercise all the rights and powers necessary and proper for effectually 
carrying out said objects and purposes.”
